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LOTTERY CASES 
GIVEN NEW TURK 


Indictments Against Nathan and 
August Frank Dismisse d,Informa- 
tions Taking Their Place. 


LOWENSTEIN OUT OF CASE 


Court Finds That He Was Not Con 
nected With the Star’s Guessing 
Contest. 


Judge Daniel Taylor, in the crfminal di- 
vision of the circuit court Fridgy morring 
sustained the demurrer, submitted by the 
defense, to two of the three indictments 
returned by the grandjury recently against 
Nathan Frank, owner, and August Frank, 
business manager, of the the St. Louis 


Star. 
The imdictments were the result of a 


guessing comtest on the recorded admis- 
sions to the World's Fair on opening day, 
conducted under the auspices of the news- 


paper mentioned. 

Indictment No. 1 was quashed on the 
ground that it failed to state that ‘‘defend- 
ants had conducted the chance. contest or 
lottery as a business or avocation.”’ 

Indictment No. was quashed on the 
ground that the language of the advertise- 
ment of the contest was in no sense a yio- 
lation of the Missouri laws prohibiting lot- 
teries. 

In the case of indictment No. 3, which 
characterized the guessing contest as a 
lottery and accused the defendants of op- 
erating it, Judge Taylor stated that he 
would defer a decision until July 5. 

In place of the defective indictments. 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Hancock filed 
informations, ‘but these will not receive 
consideration until] Judge Taylor has dis- 
posed of indictment No. 3, 

The three indictments against M. J. Low- 
enstein, former business manager of the 
Star, were dismissed by the state, as it 
was shown that Mr. Lowenstein was not 
connected with the Star at the time of the 
allege d lottery. No information was filed 
against Mr. Lowenstein, and he is exon- 
erated. 

The vital question under consideration by 
Judge Taylor now is this: : 

Was the guessing contest merely a gift 
enterprise or a lottery, within the meaning 
of the law? 

C. Orrick Bishop, assistant to Circuit 
Attorney Folk, in making his argument in 
behalf of the state, declared to the court 
that he had not had time to go into the 
merits of the case. 

“If the defendants conducted a lottery,” 
said Mr. Bishop, ‘‘then they ghould be 
held amenable under the state law. If, on 
the other hand, tne guessing contest was 
merely a gift enterprise, I presume the 
contention of the defense holds good. How- 
ever, as I have stated, I have not had op- 
portunity to fully examine authorities on 
this subject.”’ 

Mr. Bishop's -remarks occupied only a 
few minutes. 

Chester H. Krum, attorney for the de- 
fense, characterized the indictments as 
“ridtculous and absurd,” and _ said: 

“Anyone who would charge that the 
advertisement of this guessing contest 
ls similar to that of a lottery is simply a 
lunatic.”

‘Despite Mr. Folk’s Protestations to 
the Contrary, Observers See the 
Plan Seriously on Fost—Would 
Mean Reinstatement for Bryan. 


Another “crown of thorns and cross of 
gold’ speech, with William J. Bryan as 
speaker and Joseph W. Folk as theme, Is 


by Mr. Folk and Mr. Bryan at the Jeffer- 
gon Hotel yesterday. 

The object of the anticipated oratorical 
outburst is to stampede the convention to 
Folk, making him, with or without his pre- 


presidency. 

To add strength to the plea for the nom- 
ination of Folk, it is expected, 
to eastern dispatches, that W. Bourke 
behalf. This, it is believed, would have 
the effect of drawing the East into line for 
the Misouri boodle prosecutor. 

The movement te nmuminate Folk, which 
has twice before taken form, is now given 


that Judge Parker's nomination coulda be 
effected only with hazardous result, threat- 
ening to divide the party, and that none of 
his opponents is strong enough to secure 
the nomination. 

Cockran has been outspoken in his praise 
of Folk on the floor of the House of Rep- 
resentatives. Norman E. Mack and Will- 
jam F. Sheehan, the principal leaders of 
the Parker campaign in New York, in 
recent visits to St. Louis, have consulted 
with Mr. Folk, and the former has offered 
him the temporary chairmanship of the 
convention, which Mr. Folk refused. 

At the first gathering of committeemen 


held in St. Louis since the place for hold- 
ing the convention was fixed, Many ex- 


pressions favorable to the nomination of 
Mr. Folk for the _ vice-presidency were 
made. 

Mr. Folk said at that time that he was 
seeking only the office of governor of Mis- 
souri, and that his duty and his promises 
to the people of the state would not permit 
him to seek naticnal honors. He has re- 
peated tnis deciaration emphatically since 
the movement to make him the head of the 
ticket has assuined form. The party leaders 
believe in the sincerity of this assurance, 
but say that no man could refuse a presi- 
dential nomination. Mr. Folk’s antagonism 
to the suggestion has apparently accelerat- 
¢d the movement of politicians toward him. 

With Eryan nominating and Cockran sec- 
onding, or possibly with the order reversed 
to ee Mr. Bryan the cpportunity. for a 
striking peroration in a closing plea, politi- 
clans belleve. the Folk movement would 
sweep away all opposition, including that of 
the prospective candidate himself. 

The problem presented by the 68 unin- 
structed delegates of Pennsylvania, held 
in reserve by Col. James M. Guffey, to be 
voted for ‘‘the strongest man.’ has added 
to 'the inclination to seek a new candidate. 
No other name tham that of Folk has late- 
ly been seriously suggested for nomination 
in the alternate of a deadlock or a threat- 
ened bolt. 

One reason advanced for Bryan's ex- 
pected action is that with such a plan car- 
rving, Bryan would find himeelf again in 
the bosom of the whole party if not an 
active occupant of the saddle, silver and 
other tenets held by the Nebraskan losing 
their identity in the personality of St.

FLEET SENT TWO JAPANESE 
TROOPSHIPS TO. BOTTOM 


TOKIO, June 17.—Details in connection 
with the sinking of the Japanese transport 
Hitachi by Russian “warships are being 
furnished by survivors. The Rusgian ships 
were sighted at 7 o'clock in the morning, 
and, in response to a signal, the Hitachi 
was stopped, but at 10 o'clock got. under 
way again and attempted to escape. 

The Russians followed and opened a 
heavy fire Mrected about the water line, 
with the evident intention of destroying 
the troops on board. The fire was terrific, 
and, in a few minutes, the decks were 
covered with corpses, 

One sheil,, which struck the engine room, 
killed 200 men. The ship began to fill and 
sunk gradually at the ‘stern. At 6 o'clock 
in the evening was completely sub- 
merged.

ASSASSIN'S WOUND 
ATAL 10 BOBRIKO 
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Russian Literary Man Gives Out In- 
terview in Which Governor 
Blamed Swedomania. 


HELSINGFORS, Finland, June 17.—Gen. 
Bobrikoff, governor-general of Finland, 
who was shot yesterday morning at the 
the Senate, died at 1 o’clock 
morning. The people are calm, and 
no excitement. 

What may be regarded as Gen. Bobri- 
koff’s dying. declaration concerning the 
conditions in Finland, is contained in an in- 
teresting statement made to M. Belacoff, a 
Russian Jiterary man, who has just com- 
pleted a tour of the country, and who had 
a long talk with the late governor-general 
Tuesday. gM 

Bobrikoff regarded the present situation 
very auspiciously, expressing satisfaction, 
The Finns, he said, thoroughly understood 
the state of affairs, and were manifesting 
correct relations toward the Russian ad- 
ministration. He continued:

Prompt Action of Northern Pacific 
Brakeman Warns Sheriff and Rail- 
road Officers in Time to Organize 
Immediate Pursuit. 


RICH BOOTY SECURED FROM 
WRECKED EXPRESS SAFE 


Engineer Is Forced to Smoke Cigar by 
Bandits That They Might Have 
Handy Light for Dynamite—He 
Also Explodes Charge. 


BEAR MOUTH, Mont., June 17.—At 11 
o'clock last night two masked men robbed 
North Coast limited Northern Pacific pas- 
senger train, eastbound, at a mile and a 
half east of this station. After bringing 
the train to a stop they dynamited the 
express car, blew open the safe and se- 
cured all of its contents. The amount se- 
cured is not known, but is believed to be 
large. After blowing out the rear lights 
of the train the two men disappeared and 
have not been seen since. 

The robbery was similar to’ the one 
which occurred two years ago in nearly 
the same spot, and in which Engineer 
O'Neil lost his life. 

The robbers boarded the engine tender 
at the water tank at Bear Mouth and re- 
mained quiet until the train had gone a 
mile and a half. Then they crawled up 
over the coal and covered Engineer Wade 
and Fireman Reed with their guns. En- 
gineer Wade was ordered to bring his train 
to a standstill, and complied. The engi- 
neer and fireman were ordered from the 
engine, and, accompanied by the robbers, 
went back to the express car. Before 
making ah effort to gain an entrance they 
forced the engineer to light a cigar. The 
express messenger was commanded to open 


the door, but refused. 

Engineer Wade was forced to place a 
lighted stick of dynamite againet the car 
door. The explosion completely wrecked the 
door, and the engineer and fireman were 
compelled to precede the robbers into the 


car. 


Express Car 


Blown to Pieces. 

Five sticks of dynamite were placed on 
top of the safe and ignited. The force of 
the charge was insignificant, and another 
and larger quantity was used. The second 
charge tore out the side of the car and 
threw the safe a distance of 40 feet. After 
rifling the safe the robbers commanded the 
train crew to remain quiet and no harm 
would be done them. While this conversa- 
tion was going on, one of the robbers ac- 
cidentally struck the engineer with the 
revolver, and in apologizing called him by 
name. 

The men then passed to the rear of the 
train, and after putting out the rear lights 
of the train disappeared in the darkness. 
The passengers were terror-stricken and 
had crawled under every vantage place 
which offered a hiding. | 

The rear brakeman, the moment he rea- 
lized what had happened, ran back to 
Bear oMuth and communication was had 
with the superintendent’s and sheriff's of- 
fice in Missoula. 

At 12:40 o'clock an engine and a car of 
horses and Supt. Palmer's private car was 
on its wa to the soene, arriving at 2 
o'clock. e bloodhounds at Deer Lodge 
prison have been wired for. It is believed 
there are four of the robbers, all told. 
Four men have been in Bear Mouth for 
the past two or three days and have been 
laying in a large ory of sora es- 
seckalty canned goods. he theory is that 
they have a rendezvous not far from the 
scene of the robbery. 

Deputies are on their way from Missoula 
up the Hell Gate canyon to head off escape 
in that direction, while other officers were 
let off the train at McCarthy's bridge to 
offset escape there. It is learned that the 
railroad people were ng the hold-up 
for the past two days, but looked for it 
on the Phillipsburg branch. 

Two boys, Ralph Daly and Al Horton, 
were stealing a ride on the blind baggage 
and both say they can identifx the men. 
Daly, one of the blind baggage passengers, 
got down as soon as possible after the safe 
was robbed. looking for loose money. All 
he could find was a stack of money orders, 
which he turned over to Superintendent 
Palmer.

FEDERAL COURTS AND COL ORADO ANARCHY: 

Whether or not the liberation of Charles H. Moyer before 
the writ of habeas corpus was served will stop proceedings in 
the United States courts is a question for the lawyers to 
discuss. 

But it ecems plain that the troubles in Colorado have got 
beyond the power of the state authorities to settle and a re- 
sort to the federal court is to be desired by all friends of law 
and liberty. So much bad blood has been stirred up, 80 many 
aninosities cngendered and so openly have the state officers 
shown their contempt for the law that it will be a fortunate 
turn in the business if a federal judge, not.. infected by the 
heat of the quarrel, can see his way to terminate an intolerable 
condition. | 

The appeal to President Roosevelt was wide of the mark, 
gince there has been no interference with federal powers of 
which the exccutive can take official cognizance. But some of 
the guarantees of the constitution seem to have been violated 
—men have been deprived of their liberty without due pro- 
gess of law. If the United States courts take up .the contro- 
Versy it will be lifted out of the welter of violence and law- 
lessness in which it is now plunged and perhaps a settlement 
effected satisfactory to all concerned. 

Moyer’s release may have been ordered by the governor in 
perfect good faith; or it may have been a cunning stratagein 
to defeat an appeal to Judge Thayer. But Moyer is not the 

prisoner of the bullpen and the men deported may have

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An official report recently received from 
the managing director of a South African 
gold mine, situated not far from Pretoria, 
tells an extraordinary story of lions.

There is no objectionable smell at all, 
and although there are fifty men, with their 
families on the place, cases off sickness 
are rare, and none of these can be traced 
to the influence of the sewage.

How a German City Disposes of Its Sewage and Saves the Rhine Form Pol- 
lution. 


24 hours it filters through the soil to the 
depth of about five feet where unglazed 
dra'n tiles are placed. These carry the 
water, now no longer dirty and ill-smelling, 
but pure and clear, into large ditches which 
eventually empty in the Rhine. 

After one has once passed through the 
rather unsavory entrance, a walk through 
the sewage farm is very attractive. The 
separate fields appear fertile and well kepi 
and although it was winter when we were 
there, the meadows were green. Quantities 
of pheasants crossed the road and sleek 
and well-fed looking crows croaked their 
approval of the city’s policy.

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From Freiburg the drainage is carried 
this far in a huge covered sewer. The 
terminus of the farm is most striking. 
Running as quickly as a mill race, the 
foul, reeking water belches into the first 
receiving basin, here it is passed through a 
wicker dam, and the coarser matter col- 
lected. When the basin becomes full with 
this sediment, it is cleaned out and the 
stuff sold to the grape growers. After 
this preliminary sieving, the water is led 
off in narrow canals through the fields.

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A BREECH-LOADING JINGAL IN ACTION. 


The Thibetans’ big guns, called jingals, are of two kinds, breech and muzzle load- 
ing. The breech-loader shown here is in shape and finish not unlike the huge dyke- 
suns used by the Scottish Highlanders at Culloden. The others are iron-hooped muz- 
le-loaders, made probably in imitation of bamboo. The stand of the breech-loader is 


fitted with prongs stuck into the ground 


to resist recoil. The nearest gunner is in 


the act of inserting the breech-piece, wTiich contains the charge. The ball is placed 
in the barrel just beyond the breech. Behind the handle of the breech-piece is the 


vent where the match {fs applied. 


The rear of the breech-picce is kept in position by 


the iron wedge (shown hanging by a snort chain) ingerted into the horizontal slit 


on the side of the. gun. 


Rough foresights and backsights occur in some of the weap- 


ons.

The World’s Religions. yx 

Two volumes of the work by Robert 
Shaw, A. M., published by Becktold & Co., 
St. Louis, under the general title of “‘Cos- 
motheologies,’’ have been issued in the 
eighth and fourteenth editions, respectively. 
They are entitled “Sketch of the Religions 
of the World,’ and “‘An Inquiry Into the 
Origin of Christianity.’’ Both volumes are 
evidently the result of wide and painstaking 
research, volume one dealing with the 
Phoenecian cosmiugonies, the Scandinavian 
mythology, the Iranians, Egyptians, Ro- 
mans, Mohammedans, ancient Americans, 
Mormons. and other branches of religious 
belief and practice. Incidentally, the work 
shows how the various religious leaders 
have added to actual human knowledge, by 
the study of the stars, plants and herbs, 
and by experiments in healing diseases. 
Many of the rites and ceremonies described 
are extremely curious. The evolution of 
the idea of God is traced from the most 
ancient historical period, the intention be- 
ing to contrast the beliefs of early ages, 
as to the divinity and origin of the world, 
with the simple idea of monotheism which 
now prevails. 
Volume 2 is a treatise which gives an 
exposition by analysis, synthesis and mu- 
tual comparison of the gospels—miracles— 
and the Book of Acts; wherein, though a 
duality in meaning may appear as to parts, 
a unity in severalty will appear as to the 
whole. This will doubtless be found of 
great value to bible students, and the au- 
thor’s simple style, breadth of view anda 
avoidance of the controversial makes it 
helpful reading for any unprejudiced mind. 
A large part of the volume is made up of 
poems, under the title of “System for the 
New Age,’’ which reveal much learning 
and more goodness of heart. They are not 
specially musical, but are full of meat for 
the thoughtfui and sincere. 


A Timely New Book.
